An urgent request from 
France for fast dollar assist- 
ance from the U. S. today 
heightened the possibility 
that the administration may 
ask congress early next year 
for a special foreign aid ap- 
propriation. 


Britain is in about the same 


economic plight as France. In 
fact, almost all this country's 
European allies were described by

Price of Hot Dogs, Bologna to 
Rise Two Cents on Monday 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—The prices of hot dogs, bologna and some 


pork sausage will go up somewhere around two cents a pound, effec- 
tive Monday, under new rules issued today by the Office of Price Sta- 
bilization (OPS). 


OPS said new fules governing 


prices of fresh and semi-dry sau 
sage containing beef—hot dogs 
and bologna for example—were 
revised to pass on to' processors 
higher material costs. 


Compensated for Hike 


An announcement said the in- 


crease will compensate processors 
for a hike in the permissible price 
for beef at wholesale. which it 
ordered in mid-September. 


Pork sausage packed in sheep 


casings also is covered by the 
order, reflecting what OPS said 
are higher costs for the casings. 


Meanwhile, OPS was at work on 


another order which will permit 
the price of beer for home con- 


sumption to advance about a cent 
a bottle. Officials are aiming for 
a target date of Dec. 1, but the 
order may be delayed somewhat 
beyond that date. 


Costa Are Up 


Increased labor and packaging 


costs .were said by officials to be 
the reason for the forthcoming 
order, which will affect the na- 
tion's 350 breweries, 8.000 whole- 
salers and more than 250,000 beer 
retailers. 


The actual price increase may be 


less than one cent. But coupled 
with the recent tax boost of three- 
tenths on a standard bottle or can, 
it will permit retailers to charge a 
full penny more.

dollar over the last 100 years, 
lists at the bottom "Regular din- 
ner 12 cents." 


These quotations are used to 


dramatize a lesson on the cost of 
living included in a series of in- 
vestment programs which thou- 
sands of women's clubs through- 
out the country have been offer- 
ing- their members of late. 


Teach Women To Invest 


The idea of the course, spon- 


sored by the Mutual Fund Insti- 
tute, a non-profit corporation, is 
to teach women how to invest 
their money wisely and well. 


The lesson of 
the 
three-cent 


steak serves -to point up the fact 
that you never can tell how much 
a. dollar will be worth a few years 
hence. 


The lesson the investment ex- 


perts have to teach is that it 
doesn't do much good to 
bury 


your dollars in the back yard or 
hide them under the mattress in 
these days as dollars shrink. 


Put Them to Work 


But if you have extra money 


that isn't needed for the daily 
expenses of food, 
clothing and 


shelter, you can put them to work

DETROIT, (AP)—The auto in- 


dustry has its second best pro- 
duction year in sight. 


Production will be an up-and- 


down affair for the remainder of 
the year but with this week's 
volume output for 1951 will sur- 
pass the 6,258,000 unit volume 
achieved in 1949. 


Already this year 6,200,000 cars 


and trucks have been built. With 
the exception of the 1949 total and 
the 8,016,000 record out put last 
year, that's more vehicles than 
were built in any previous full 
year in auto industry history. 


How Much Higher? 


How much higher the industry 


can push the production total in 
December 
is uncertain. Many 


sources believe another 400,000 
cars and trucks may be built in 
the final month, although there 
will be numerous shutdowns for 
model switch-overs.

The indicated 6,600,000-plus out- 


put is considerably greater than 
most industry experts were willing 
to predict early this year. With 
the greater impact of the defense 
program on civilian operations few 
expected 1951 to develop into the 
industry's second best output year. 


Expect No Ban 


The car manufacturers do not 


expect the ban on new machine 
tools, effective Feb.'1, to affect 
production volume, although it 
will further delay some styling 
and engineering changes already 
deferred by the defense program 


Right now the auto industry is 


spending millions of dollars try- 
ing to learn how to substitute 
aluminum for copper. This prob

Prices, of course, 
are f ixed by the government at whatever level the masters 
of the nation desfre^and, save for a few such staples as 
bread" and potatoes, the prices are always extremely high in 
terms of the earning power of the masses. High prices are a 
deliberate communist device by which earnings are immedi- 
ately siphoned back into the coffers of the state.

There is no competition, in our understanding of that 


word. The government controls everything, and directly 
owns practically everything, all the way from farm and fac- 
tory to the store. Even the most modest luxuries are un- 
known.

retail stores, small and large, chain and independent. The 
difference is literally incredible. Only free enterprise can 
produce abundance and high living standards.

You really have to admire the Communist anti-spy ac- 


tivities on the Korean front. In their dogged pursuit of 
enemy agents, they netted an 11-year-old South Korean boy. 
For 19 days he was held as a spy. 


Actually, the lad was traipsing after a UN convoy when 


Chinese Red guards seized him at the Panmunjom bridge. 
He was merely curious, or perhaps in search of candy. 


To explain away their ridiculous, humorless conduct, the 


Reds rehearsed the boy in a silly statement which seemed to 
convict him of serving with South Korean troops. 


But with the guileless habit of a child, when he finally 


was released he told UN officers: "I just said what they told 
me to say." 


On the basis of this showing, it ought to be time for a 


shake-up in Communist counter-espionage.

British House Members Really Represent Outside 


Interests bstead of the People

LONDON—A member of the British House of Commons gets * 


alary of one thousand pounds a year, approximately $2,500 at the 
resent rate of exchange, plus as many free rides as he needs on the 
ationalized railroads to and from London. But he has neither an 
ffice nor a secretary, no telephone, nor even a desk and he pays 
or his own postage and telegrams. The Congressional Record of 
he Bntish Parliament is a document known as 
Hansard, after a man, who, long ago, obtained the 
oncession of reporting the debates and recording 
ills introduced for consideration, but the press has 
.bsolutely no standing or privilege and may be 
ieav«d out, and the Hansard reporters too, when a 
ecret session is ordered. To signalize the begin- 
mg of secrecy the pnrne minister calls "I spy 
trangers" and the premises are then cleared of 
ion-members and the record is suspended until the 
secrecy is terminated. 


This superiority of Commons this independence 


f the press is naively regarded as a very impor- 
ant thing, signifying that the House of Commons, representing the 
ieople of Great Britain, is not to be intimidated by publishers no% 
any other force, including the king. But that is a strictly.technical 
and meaningless assertion of a flabby integrity because actually the 
members do not represent "the people" of their constituencies at 
all, but the respective political parties or other patrons such as labor 
unions, banks, insurance companies or "breweries. 


The unions are allowed to subsidize M. P.'s by continuing the 


pay of those members who hold union office, or even by outright 
rrants of wages for services to be rendered in the form of pro- 
union votes. 
Among a number of enlightened Englishmen with 


whom I have earnestly discussed this phenomenon I not only found 
no objection but a puzzled and rather sensitive feeling that any out- 
side objection to this obvious venality wjas just another twist of t% 
ion's tail. 
I tried over and over to spell out with match sticks the 


plain fact that a member of Parliament or of our lower House is 
supposed to represent all the people of his district, or constituency, as 
they call it here, but the best I got was an impatient admission that 
this was all right in abstract theory but 


However, as we argued, they put me to wondering whether the 


same wasn't true in our legislatures, including the Big Casino on 
Capitol Hill and I am forced to admit that it undoubtedly is^ with 
the technical, hypocritical difference that we make a pretense, that 
hat which isn't so is 
For example, we have a lot of professional 


unioneers sitting in Congress who, for all that any law says to the 
contrary, may still be drawing their union pay and perquisites and A 
one notorious case, is. It is our pretense, however, that these uniorP 
eers, when they come to Congress, suddenly become impartial and 
objective statesmen representing all the people and interests of 
their respective districts which is a lie as all of us know. 


The notorious case that I refer 


to is that of Congressman Irving 
of Independence, Mo., Harry Tru- 
man's home distnct, who is the 
dictator of a big local of the Hod 
Carriers and Common Laborers 
union, one of the foulest rackets 
in the whole vast corruption of the 
American union movement- 


There have been riots and hell 


generally in his local and he is no 
worse than at least a dozen other 
unioneers m congress, but just 
more flagrant. 
So the only dif- 


ference between the British posi- 
tion and ours is that they boldly 
endorse the outrageous pnnciple 
that it is all right for special in- 
terests to subsidize or, in a frank- 
er word, bnbe, M. P.'s to vote 
their way, whereas we put up with 
the same thing and pretend it isn't 
so 


With all our faults, the Ameri- 


can system is so much better than 
the Bntish that the mother of 
Parliaments loses the dignified 
mien and stately lineaments of 
ancient 
superstitution and be- 


comes an ugly old bag. For one 
thing, we have a written Consti- 
tution which withholds from the 
federal government certain pow- 
ers reserved to the states and oth- 
ers to the people. Having no writ- 
ten constitution but a mere ac- 
cumulation of laws, Parliament 
can and sometimes does exercise 
the very tyranny which it is sup- 
posed to repress 
We slipped up 


badly in the sixteenth amendment 
in falling to put a limit on the 
percentage of our • income which 
Congress could take away from 
us m its revenue acts. 


The meaning of ommission 


that right now Congress has the 
right 'to tax away every dollar of 
individual or corporate income in 
the whole country and thereby re- 
duce us to slavery because in that 
case nobody could earn a living 
and we would all have to go to 
concentration camps for lodging, 
tood and social secunty.

JEWS PA PER I 
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Kidnap Victims Tell of Horror 
Moments With 'Badman* Cook 


EL CENTRO, CALIF. —(AP)— 


Surviving victims of desperado 
William E. Cook's terrorism, which 
included at least nine kidnapings 
and six alayings in six weeks, re- 
lated their experiences yesterday 
in his trial for his sanity and for 
his life. 
Forrest Damron, an El Centre 


surveyor, and Hoiner Waldrip, a 
deputy sheriff at Blythe, told a 
jury trying Cook for the killing of 
Seattle Salesman Robert H. Dew- 
ey. that the Joplin, Mo., bad man 
exercised shrewdness and cunning 
in holding them as his prisoners. 


Tells of Slaying* 


Waldrip testified he was kid- 


naped by Cook last Jan. « when he 
went to investigate the killer's 
movements. He said Cook disarm- 
ed him, forced him to drive west- 
ward from Blythe, and that Cook 
related how he had killed the five 
members of the Carl Mosser fam- 
ily of Atwood, HL 


"He said Mosser had given him 


a lift, that he shot him first, then 
Mrs. Mosser," Waldrip testified. 
"He said one of the bullets also 
struck one of the children and that 
there was so much screaming I 
had to kill the kids too.' 


Asks for Break 


"He said he was sorry but that 


he'd have to kill me, too. I asked 
him- if he couldn't give me some 
kind of a break. He asked me if 
there was anything in my car he 
could use to tie me up. 
- "There was a blanket, and we 
tore up some strips and he bound 
my hands behind me and forced 
me to lie on my stomach. He took 
contents of my wallet and told me 
to stay there 30 or 40 minutes. I 
walked back toward Blythe after 
he drove away." 


Damron, who was kidnaped the 


next day with James Burke as the 
two left El Centro for a bunting 
trip to San Felipe, Mexico, told of 
eight horror-packed days during 
which, he said, Cook sat in the 
back of Burke's commandeered car 
and gave exhaustive instructions 
aa to their every movement. 


Slept In Front Seat 


At night Burke and Damron 


rolled themselves in blankets and 
alept crowded in the front seat, the 


surveyor said, with Cook frequent- 
ly admonishing them they would 
be killed if they made any move 
without forewarning him. 


Tijuana, Mexico, police arrested 


Cook, atill with Damron and 
Burke, on Jan. 15. Cook killed 
Dewey Jan. 6, shortly after he had 
abandoned the Riverside county 
car he took from Deputy Sheriff 
Waldrip. 


If the jury finds Cook sane he 


may forfeit his life in the San 
Quentin prison lethal gas chamber. 
If the jury disagrees or finds him 
insane, the federal government can 
return hint to Alcatraz prison to 
resume serving the 300 years im- 
posed by an Oklahoma court for 
the kidnapings and killings of the 
Mosser family.

jars Put sugar corn svrup, and 
orange juice in saucepan, cook 
o\er low heat, stirnng constantly, 


until sugar is dissolved Bnng to a 
boil and cook 3 minutes Remove 
from heat; stir in rum flavoring. 
Pour over fruitcake sticks, cover 
jars. 


Perfect to accompany this super- 


rich fruitcake dessert, or to serve 
with fresh fruit, is Italian coffee— 
dark and flavorful because of its 
slow roasting. This demitasse cof- 
fee should never be served with 
cream, though sugar is permis- 
sible A twist of lemon peel in it is 
allowed' You may make his Ital- 
ian-type coffee in a regulation dnp 
or vacuum coffee maker, but not in 
a percolator.

1842 Greeting Still a Favorite 


This elaborate Victorian Christ- 
mas card, puffed and fringed 
in white silk, was typical of j 
the cards of its day.

If, during, the holidays, you 


should open an envelope to find 
that it contained a Christmas card 
decorated with seaweed.or luggage 
labels, you might not be amused. 


Back in the Victorian era, you 


would have gotten something like 
that, or else a card trimmed with 
bits of blanket, real corks or dried 
flowers. 


The Christmas card custom that 


we accept as an integral part of 
the holidays is a relatively new 
one. It really got its start in the 
Victorian England of the 1840'a. 


Victoria and Albert had juat in- 


troduced the Christmas tree to 
their subjects and a writer named 
Charles Dickens had penned a book 
that all of England wept over and 
loved. It was called "A Christmas 
Carol." 


In ,a collection of prints and 


drawings in the British Museum, 
there's a card that is believed to be 
the world's first Christmas card. 


This is the way the first known Christmas card looked. It ww 
printed in England* in 1842; was designed by a itrtiM year-oil 
artist and sent as a erecting to his friends. 
~~~~~ 


It bears the date 1*12 and the 16- 
year-old artist who created it sign- 
ed himself, "W. M. Egley, Junr." 


But the Christmas card custom 


as we know it really caught on 
during the 1860's. The first com- 
mercial cards appeared in England 
in 1862, the year of the second 
Great International Exhibition. 


These first cards were designed 


by an artist named C. H. Bennett 
who had done a good deal of work 
for the old Punch magazine. His 
designs were staggeringly unorig- 
inal. His humor was crude and the 
color used in the cards was poor 
but nevertheless, the idea gained 
favor. 


In America, Louis Prang is gen- 


erally regarded as the father of the 
American Christmas card. The 


first of. the prize competitions ha 
held for designs took place in June, 
1880, and got the popularity of 
the custom well under way in this 
country. 
; 


A decade earlier, Prang Had 


tried some cards on a small scale. 
He even thought up an enterpris- 
ing idea: Three large cards and a 
smaller one intended for decor- 
ating the home. 


Frosting, 
jeweling and lace 


paper trim were all familiar to 
Victorians. But ribbon was not. It 
came into general use much later. 


The greeting that W. M. Egley 


composed for that first, momen- 
tous card of his is still the greeting 
that Americans like best today: "A 
Merry Christmas and a Happy 
New Year to You."

Here's Six Ways to Keep On 
Living During Icy Weather 


Based; on, »uthoritative research 


by. the.' National Safety Council's 
'committee'.on winter driving haz- 
ards, :,-tJie following are recom- 
mended precautions to avoid acci- 
dents andV'traffic troubles this 
winter:* 


1. Get, the "feel" of the road 


by .trying- your brakes while driv- 
ing slowly and when no other 
vehicles are near. 
. 2- Adjust your speed to road and 
'weather'.conditions. Realize that 
synthetic tires skid and spin more 
on show and ice than pre-war 
tires, -although cold synthetic rub- 
ber wears better and performs 
normally on wet or dry pavements. 
T3ut slow down on snowy or icy 
roads so you can stop when you 
have to. 


3. Use tire chains for severe 


snow or ice conditions. They cut 
braking distances on cars and 
trucks 40 to 70 per cent and pro- 
vide needed stop-and-go traction. 
Even with definite help of chains, 
careful driving is necessary. 


4. Follow other vehicles at a 


safe distance — remember that, 
without chains, it takes from 3 
to 12 times as far to stop on 
snow, and ice as on dry concrete. 


5. When you have to stop, pump 


your brakes up and down—jam- 
ming them on may lock the wheels 
and throw your car into a skid. : 


6. Keep your windshielfi and" 


windows clear of snow ,and vice, 
fog and frost. Be sure your .hfigid- 
lights, 
windshield-wiper blades, 


•and defrosters are in good work- 
ing order. You must see danger to 
avoid it.

WASHINGTON — (AP) — It 


would be a little gruesome if the 
Communists took over here, judg- 
ing from what't happened else- 
where. 


Wherever they move in they 


have the immediate problem of 
trying to stay in. This seems to be 
a continuing- problem since the 
Russian Communists, after being 
in 34 years, still need a secret po- 
lice.For the Communists, as their 
history shows, staying in means 
jetting rid of members of the op- 
position, active or potential, or 
crushing it in several weil-known 
ways: Confiscating their property; 
forcing them into labor camps; or 
executions. 


Traditionally the Communists 


look for their opposition in these 
two groups: 


1. Those with material posses- 


sion who can't be expected to em- 
brace the Communists for taking 
it away from them—the rich, prop- 
erty owners, businessmen, and 
farmowners whose land will be col- 
lectivized. 


2. Those who disagree with the 


Communists in ideological grounds, 
a large group including religious 
leaders, .teachers and intellectuals. 


Suppressions and liquidations in 


Russia are familiar. There have 
been some recent examples. Re- 
ports from China, reliable or not, 
tell of more than 1,000,000 people 
executed in massive purges. 


From Hungary come stories of 


more than 50,000 of the middle- 
class taken from their homes in 
just a couple of months and 
thrown, into labor camps with 
farmers and landowners. 


Besides telling of thousands of 


American soldier-prisoners slain 
by the Communists, the U.S. army 
in Korea last week reported South 
Korean civilians slaughtered in 
batches by. the Communists. 


But in'this country, because of 


special conditions, 'the Communists 
would encounter a problem more 
complex than any they've found 
elsewhere. No doubt this would call 
forth their greatest efforts. 


In just sheer number of opposi- 


tionists we outdo any other coun- 
try so far Communised because we

have more property owners, busi- 
nessmen, religious leaden, teach- 
ers and intellectuals. 


What makes this country unique 


is the number of tieup* or link* be- 
tween the members of the groups 
through their organizations: Fra- 
ternal, social, labor, biuineM, pro- 
fessional, religiou* and political. 


For instance, the Elks, Mason*. 


Knights of Columbus, Kiwanis, Ro- 
tary, Chambers of Commerce on 
city and state and national levels, 
ditto the National association of 
Manufacturers, labor unions with 
more than 50,000 locals, the profes- 
sional societies, church groups be- 
yond number, and the. ward, pre- 
cinct, district, city, state and na- 
tional political organization. 


Through correspondence, meet- 


ings, conventions and pooling of 
common interests and efforts peo- 
ple in those groups have come to 
know and trust one another per- 
sonally from coast to coast. 


Unless well-crushed these organ- 


izations would provide, in many 
cases, the apparatus for an under- 
ground resistance which some day 
might break out in counter-revo- 
lution. It isn't pleasant to think of 
how the crushing would be done. It 
would be a vast job, involving 
many people. 


But for any American Commu- j 


nist who'd take part in American 
liquidations the stories 
abroad 


about Communists' .treatment of 
one 'another must sometimes be 
depressing if he wishes to live long 
himself. 


For the Communists, like the 


female praying mantis which de- 
vours the male after mating and 
perpetuating the species, have a 
strange habit of liquidating one 
another as well as strangers after 
they come to power, a kind of ad- 
mission that they don't trust them- 
selves, either. 


While this business of bumping 


one another off on grounds of 
treason to the party after a mem- 
ber has outlived his usefulness is 
a form of Communistic .'cannibal- 
ism, 
it shouldn't encourage the 


hope that in time all the Commu- 
nists will have eliminated .them- 
selves.

Don't Make 
Baby Playpen 
Into a Prison

Too much supervision of young: 


children can. be as harmful as too 
little, according to Dr. George 
Wheatley, a vice-president of th» 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany in New York City. 


"Don't make a prison of baby's 


play pen," he warns, "lest the 
child fail to learn home-accident 
prevention through experience." 


You can't "over-isolate" a child 


to keep him out of harm's way, 
he asserts, because in some re- 
spects you will defeat your own 
purpose. 


True, "parents should be con- 


stantly on the alert to prevent 
accidents, and they should do 
everything possible to educate 
their children in hazards of the 
home, particularly , in the most 
dangerous rooms of all, the kitch- 
en and the bathroom," but this 
does not mean "the child should 
not be given some opportunity to 
explore forbidden fields, provided 
mother keeps a wary eye on him 
and is quick to drive home the 
lesson of danger sharply by a 
businesslike slap as the child 
is caught in the act." 


One of the most common forms 


of accidents are falls, says Dr. 
Wheatley. These occur at almost 
all ages from 
infancy 
up. If 


mother will train herself never to 
leave baby alone for a second 
while he is being bathed or fed, 
many such accidents will be pre- 
vented. "If you must answer the 
phone or the doorbell, put baby on 
the floor or take him with you. 
Once he has learned to crawl, you 
should train yourself to keep an 
eye on him while he crawls about 
the kitchen. And, above all, make 
sure dangerous fluids such as 
those used in cleaning are well 
out of his reach." 


Continuing, Dr. Wheatley said, 


"the crawler must be kept safe 
from falling downstairs by bars at 
top and bottom, until he is old 
enough to climb safely." 


A parent's most important job 


is to protect the child. But, equal- 
ly important, says Dr. Wheatley 
is his responsibility to begin his 
education. By watching Junior's 
particular interests a parent can 
help him to do it right.

Above all, mother should 
learn to remain calm in an emer- 
gency, and this she will do if she 
has learned what to do when an 
emergency arises. 


But no matter how careful a 


mother may be, accidents may 
occur, concludes the doctor. That.^ 
in itself shouldn't make mother ' 
feel she has failed in her duty 
toward her child—provided she 
has learned something from her 
experience and can make some- 
thing constructive out of it.

When your dots are all comple- 


ted, fold your tie, following the 
original fold line of your pattern, 
turn under the raw edges of fab- 
ric, and slip-stitch both sides to- 
gether.

Begin by purchasing—for the 


lining—a plain 
commercially- 


made tobacco holder, of plastic or 
oiled silk. Then measure the length 
of this liner, remembering to add 
additional inches for the part that 
folds up to form the pocket. 


Next measure the width, and 


add one and a half inches to both 
measurements' for hems. Cut a 
rectangle this size from a sturdy 
plaid fabric, and, turning under 
all raw edges one-quarter inch, 
machine-stitch around its outlines. 


When this is finished, pin the 


plaid material to the plastic pouch, 
folding the fabric edges over the 


plastic onerhalf inch all around. 
Machine-stitch in place, and the 
job is done. 


A bok cover should please those 


friends, or members of your fam- 
ily, who are students or collectors 
of special volumes. These, as you 
know from making brown-paper 
covers back in your grade-school 
days, are easy to concoct. Use a 
standard school book or a favorite 
volume borrowed from their 
shelves to get necessary measure- 
merits.

Then sew the hinges to the wide 


black grosgrain in a geometric 
pattern, using the gold ribbon to 


form a border that repeat* the 
tawny color of the hinges and 
cents the black ribbon. Close with 
snaps. A matching bracelet can be 
made in similar fashion, from 
measurements fitted to the indi- 
vidual wrist. 


An attractive jabot for your 


mother can be made from velvet 
ribbon which has been looped up 
at each end to conceal cut edges. 
Strips of rhinestone trimming, 
available at notion counters, add 
twinkle. 


Interesting gifts may also be 


made from woven-straw mats, ac- 
cording to Dorothy Layfield Mur- 
ray, who is noted for her designs 
in this material. 


An inexpensive photograph al- 


bum may be glorified by folding 
mats around the front and back 
covers, and, on the front, hand- 
stitching designs appropriate to 
the recipient's interests. 


A handsome'desk blotter may be 


made by stitching together two 
mats, and adding both name and 
decorative trim of millinery braid. 
A commercial blotter, in a shade 
to match the braid, is slipped in- 
side. A pencil holder may be made 
from a strip of matting, a circle 
of cork for the bottom, and braid 
fastened into place with carpet 
tacks.
